T. Seſſions beginning at the Ot4-beily on Wedueſdsy the 27th of this in- 


ſtant Auguſt, the firlt remarkable Tryal wes of Peter Dwpal , formerly 
* keeping a Tobacco and Strong-water-ſhop ncer St. Giles in the Fields, 
and Tompſon a Taylor his Companion z who having leſt, or rather our-ran 
their Trades, were lately turm d Bultics : and having, according to the fuſhion of. 
ſuch people, aſſociatęd themſelves with two Baggages ol the other Sex, . take 
a walk, as they pretended, to Marybone, about ten or eleven « Clock my the Evening 
happened in So boe-ficids to come up to a parcel of honeſt poor men, who aſtet them 
labour were refreſhing themſelves with a pot of Uriak,” and iunocently fitting roge- 
ther at the door of an Alc-houſe : when they came near, Daval took upon him to 
- examine them, asking Who was there ? to winch being anſwered, Honeſtgnep, he per- 
ſiſted to inquie it they tre the M ach; and they ſaying they were not, he tepled, 
then you are Rogues ; Upon which one Fenkjnt, ſome what ſcurrilouſiy, retumn'd 4 
fooliſh in- bred Phraſe, Mine Ar — ben you. This & heated Dwvai, that he be“ 
gan to ſwear he had a mind to cut them all to pieces, and chat they deſerved it fot 
affronting of Gemlemen ; and to make good his words, drew his Sword, but by the 
mediation of one of the Company, a lame man, who happened to know him, be pot 
i up again, and delivered. it to the woman he led, and went away rr 5 
but ſwearing'terribly all the while, and W a fury return d, offering to . 
Wi 
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with any of them; nd while he was a quarrelling with them, Tompſon, Daval's 
Comrade, drew his Sword, and made at the other men; and the ſaid Fenkins ſecing 
him coming, and the lame man to be in danger, caught away his Ciutch to keep off 
the Sword; but Tompſon following his paſſ:s after Jenkins, who retreated, and by 
the une venneſs ot the ground ſell down, he run him into the Belly, wheteof he im- 
mediatcly died. So that they both being concetn'd in the Quartel, and Duval aiding 
and abetting the Murther, and no Weapon drawn or blow ſtruck by the other Party, 
they were both tuund guilty of the Murther and their two women who came in a 
Witneſſes to_excule them, being perſons of Ill tame, were Committed, 

* Two men, one of them an Houſe - kecper in London hard by the Church at London- 
once, — guilty of ſicaling between four and five hundred weight of Lead 
off from the laid Church; to which his houſe was ſo near, that by laying a Board 
from his win they could calily getpu the roof of the Church, where this 
Lead lay in ſuctts rol'd tip frady for 00 aha the noiſe being, heard by ſome of the 
Watch, they wir taken ine manner; dd ſome of the Lead found in his houſe, 
There was another young ſcllow a Shoemaker indicted with themz but he appearing 
to have been drawn ip by the others, and that he had always heretofore behaved him- 
ſelf honeſtly, he was Acquit ted. | 

One Abigail Haizs,charged but two Stſſions ago for Firing an Ironmongers houſe 
that was then her Matter, but for want of full Evidence, and for that the Fire was 
happily ſeen and prevented, without rbuch damage, ſhe then got off; but now was 

Indicted for another Exploit : coming torlive as a Maid: (crvant with one Blagrave, 
a pretender to Fhyſick, in Clarken well; ſhe had not been there above three days, 
but ſhe took an oppottutity to Rob him of a Gold-Chain and Medal, a Watch, di- 
vers pieces of Plate, ſcyera} hich Cloaths, ſome Money, & e. in the whole to a 
very conſidetahle value; But upon diligent ſearch after her, ſhe was apprehended 
and had before the Juſtice, confels'd the Robbery, and ſo was now Convicted. 

A Man and four Women were Indicted for Stealing of Goods: being met with 
them in a ſuſpiclous manner in the Fields, very early one morning, by certain honeſt 
men, they {412d them, and on inquity ſound they had robb'd a woman that was a 

Quaker, who would not proſecute her ſelſ, but got a Friend to be bound to do it: 

but by reaſon of the ſaid Quakers refuſing to give evidence, there not being at pre- 

ſent (ufficient proof againit the Priſoners, the Jury was diſcharg'd of them, and 
order given to make their She-friend appear next Seſſions ; which it ſhe were not ſtce 
to do, then is ſhe to be caſt into Bonds. | | 

A Cooks Girl was found guilty for robbing her Miſtriſs, by breaking open a 
Trunk, and taking away a large parcel cf broad pieces of Gold, Guinnies, Rings, and 
other things of valuc, and then locking the door, and leaving the Key at a Neigh- 
bours, fled. 3 but was ſeon apprehended, and acknowledged the Fact. 

On Wedneſday in the afternoon, a Gentleman of Quality received his Tryal , for 
killing another that was his Kinſman, in the Temple-lane ; the circumſtances appta- 
red to be thus: That the Priſoner being with ame Gentlemen at the Devil Tauern 
in the evening, the Captain ſince killed, with {ome others, came into thejs-Compa- 
ny, where he ſeemed much diſcontented, and pulling out a te ſhillings, (aid, that 
was all ft Had left of 200 l, in a few days ſpace ; mtimating, that he had been at 

play and propoſed to go to play with any of the Company, but all declined it: 
then he demanded four pound, that he ſaid the now Priſoner ſhould owe him; who 
declared, that he kae nothing of it; and the other inſiſted, that he did owe him 
ſo much, by the ſame token that ſuch another Gentleman, then in the Company at 
the ſame time, o dd him 15 J. but that other Gentleman affixmed be knew no- 
thing either of the one or the other, which put the Captain into a farther. paſſion; 
but the Priſoner generouſly told him, they would talk of this Debt on the morrow, 
and 
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and if he could make it appear, be would readily pay him, and ſo they ſeemed 9 
be made good friends, and the Company broke up, the Priſoner going hiſt, and 


the Captain following, was ſeen to take him by the hand, and embrace him with 
the xeſt of the Company, thinking to be ia kindneſs, they did not much obſerve 


them further, till miſſing them io the ſtrect, within. t wo or three minutes, abaut 
half a ſcore yards down the Temple-Iane, they found them on the ground, the 
Pziſoner uppeimoſt, both their Swords drawn , but the Captains out of his hand 


lying by him, and he mortally wounded , whereof within few days heeycd ; but 
tuſt with a molt Chriſtian and commendable charity, he both to the Miniiter who 
Adminitired the Saccament to him, and to the Woman of the Houle, where he lay, 


and to ſcveral Gentlemen, who all teſtiſi. d the ſame, did (reely acknowled;e, that 


his Dcath was occationed by his own raſhneſs; that he inticed down the Priſoner 
(whom. he coaſc ſſed to have been the beſt friend he ever had in the world) into the 
Lane, and then drew upon him , without any provocation , who defendiug him- 
ſelf, this Accident hapned 3 upon which proof from his own mouth, and for-chat 
there, was not the leaſt colour of any prepenſed grudg, and that the Priſoner himſeli 
was alſo wounded , the Jury could not find it any mote than Manſlaughter, for 
which he immediately took his Clergy , and was admitted to Bail, fill he might pro- 
cure a Pardon, in form, as to the Burning in the hand. | 
Four young Gentlemen Scholars of Weſtminſter School, charged with killing a 
Bailey that came to make an Arreſt near that School, which they pretend privile gd 
from ſuch attempts, ſhould likewiſe have been t᷑ryed this Seſſians ; but the Coroner 
declaring, that the Kings Evidence was not ready , and that there were about ſeven 
more of the Scholars ſuppoſed to be concerned in the Fact, who abſconded , they 


were put off till the next Scflions 3, ang in the mean time, after ſome mature con- 


Gdcration of their Youth and Quality to prevent the inconveniencies that might 
attend their continuing ſo long amongſt ill company in cuſtody , were admitted to 
extraordinary Bail. 3 Wa: «5 : 
One Goddin, (formerly a Barbet) a notorious Highway-man and Thief, Captain 
of a Gang , who by way of Revercnce uſually called him Daddy, was Indicted for 


a Felouy in London, which appeared to be a Burglary in a perſon of Qualities Houſe 


ip Buckingbamſhire, where he and four or five more calling inthe evening by a coun» 
terleit voice and name, got the door open, ruſht in, and took away a very confide> 


raþle Booty in Money, Plate, ee. The chief Evidence was one of his own gang, who 


was with him there, and ſet forth many other Burglaties, Robberics on the High- 
way, Oe. they had engaged in together; Tome of the Plate was taken in Rederoſs- 
fireet 3 but it not appearing that the Priſoner carried it thither , or brought any of 
it farther then Southwark, it could be no Felony in London 3 ſo he was ſet by in 
order to Tryal next Aſſizes for Buckingham: 8 

One Mr. Abel Betbſorrel was Arraigned for taking away a great parcel of Goods out 
of a Womans houſe in St. Martins, in the day time, and the Witneſſes ſwore it 


roundly 3 but when the Priſoner came to make his detence, produced a Bill of Sale 


under her hand and Seal, for thuſe and all other her Goods for 20 J. which ſhe 
could not diſown, ſo that the proſecution was declared to be wholly malicious, and 
he honourably acquitted. | 

Jane Byworth, an old (hop-lift, and not Tong ſince burnt in the hand, was tryed 
for itealing a piece of Ribbon; her Gallant who was with her in the ſhop, and 
committed, but ſince bailed out, had confeſſed it, and offered Compoſition for hers 
but he not appearing , and for that poſlibly he might do it himſelf without her 
knowledge, the Jury was favourable, and brought her in not guilty. So they did 
likewiſe one Mary Bold, chazged with picking ed > greg out of a womans pocket 
ncar the Monument, but ſhe would not ſwear directly the Priſoner had it. 
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Edward Swinney and Mr. Henry Harriſon , were tryed for killing one Foyer, a 
Baylics Follower in Lizcolus-Inn-fields,on the 8th. of Auguſt : A Bill of M x be- 
ing brought to the Sheriff , and thereupon a Warrant granted againſt Harriſon, fot 
601. owing to a Tailor; one of the Sheriffs-Baylics ,-- and five Followers or Affiſt- 
ants waited to take him, who came out of his dwelling in Lincolns Inwfields in the 
afternoon, accompanied with Swixzey the priſoner, and another Swinney his Brother, 
who is not taken 3 büt Mr. Herriſoa (as tis thought) perceiving the Baylics ſtruck out 
of the path, and haſttied down to recover Lixcolns-Inn back-gate , near which he 
made a ſtand, and the Bay lies did not think fit to attack him there : but one of 
them, named Fore, turned down towards Sbire - Lane, upon which Harriſon call'd 
to him, and with Oaths and ill-Names faid , they were Baylies that dogged him, 
and called to the other two , to draw their Swords and kill then: _hercupon, the. 
Chief Baylie (as they all ſwore) gave him the words of the Arreſt, and defircd-him to 
obey tbe Kings Writ 3 but inſtead thereof, they. came on with their Swords, and the 
faid Jones engaging with Swindey, the Priſoner was by hitn ſlain : This was 
what the five Bayliffs now (wore 3 and *twas obſervables that there were no Wit- 
neſſes for the King but they ; who likewiſe ſwore they had but two Swords amongſt 
them. But for the Priſoners, ſeveral Witneſſes teftified , that the faid Jener futt 
aſſaulted Swinney, and that they heard no words of Arrcli, and that the Baylics 
had four Swords drawn. The Caſe ſeem'd to Tye very hard on the nſoners; the. 
Writ and Warrant were proved: Five Bayliffs ſwore they. did give Harriſon the © 
wotds of Arreſt; and if (o, the Killing of Fones in exccation thereot muſt 
needs be Murder, But whether the jury did not think tit to cred it them, ſo it 
wis, they only found the Piiſogers guilty of Man- laughter); who praying theit 
Tergy ;were Burnt in the Hand, And becauſe the Court highly reſented their Crime, 
bit it too much extenuated, they Committed them both back again to Ne- 
gate, for Eleven Months, without Bail or Mainprize. 3 
One Tho. Lasrence a Waterman, having on the 18th. of March was twelve . 
month, killed eue Tho. Palmer at Chiſwick, with a blow on the head with a ſuuetcher, 
in a ſtay, was Iike wiſe burnt in the hand. 3 
RN Indicted {or Rodbing a poor Woman , keeping a Cooks ſhop in 


Mott , by breaking a Trunk, where he and another were to 
Dine; but ſhe having nevex feed him but that time, till ſhe apprehended him on ſul- 
ion , and he proving by five Witneffes , that he was all that day at work, at 
Kiches over the water, was acquicttd. : 
There were in all Five perſons that received Sentence of Death, viz. Tho. Thomp- 
ſon, and Peter du Vol, for the Murther beſote - mentioned 3 Richard Wheeler, guilty 
by tis owh Confeffioa of two Indictments, one for ſcaling a bay-Marc , and the 
other for a Sward,Coat, Boots, 57 5. in Money, and ſeveral other Goods at Totnam ; 


Abiget Haines, for R Doctor Blagrave ber Matter: atid Margaret Taylor, 
2 Gül, for R her Miſtrifs , and refuſing to tell What ſhe had done wich the 
Gold and Goods to 


There were atſo Seven Burnt in the Hand, Mr. Switney, Mr. Harriſon, and 
Tho. Larvrence, for Manſlaughter ; Foſeph Sharp «nd Tho. Corumel, for Stealing of 
Lead from the Church. Tho. Dodd and Edw. Hardy, tor ſeveral Felonies. 

Beſides theſe, there were no fewer than Six and Thirty Men and Women, that 
within theſe Six Moneths Tat had been Condemned to Dye, and had obtain'd Re- 
prieves, who now all did on then plead his Ma jeſties General Gracious Fur- 
don, ori Condition of Tranſporm tion; aniong whom was one Fob Morgan, Con- 
demned the ſecond of May laſt for being a Popiſh Pricft 3 who could vcry hardly 
be brought to accept of this Pardon, or to Keel whilftit was read, alledging that 
he had coirimitted no Crime, needed no Pardon, had bot ſucd for this, &'c. But as 
Before; the Teſtimony of Doctor Oattz and others that he was ſomcrimes maddiſh, 
got him into the Patdon, ſo now the conſideration theteoſ excuſed his extra vagincy.
